| Mieation. wth. the world has been reopened 
after ten. days’ isolation.. .The snow biizzard 
continued: unceasingly .for 100 hours, and 
it is reported -that 120 persons perished. 
Eighteen thousand soldiers now are at work 
clearing the railroad tracks of snow. 

Passengers who walked in through the deep 
snow from the imprisoned trains tell awful 
stories of the sufferings of the railroad pas- 
sengera who were overtaken by thestorm, 

Thousands of persons left St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Kieff and elsewhere for Odessa on 
Jan. 6 for the Russian Christmas, which, as 
the event proved, they were doomed to 
spend isolated from the world. For five days 
and five nights they were half starved and 
half frozen. 

‘Thousands Huddle in Station. 

The first train struck the blizzard south of 
Razdyelnaia and wes soon stuck in a twelve- 
a drift. The passengers were not alarmed, 

ng that the Mne would be cleared 
‘fPhey made themselves as comfort- 
able as they could at the station. The ez- 
pectéd help did not conmié, and in the course 
of twenty-four hours three more trains ar- 
rived. There were then 1,800 persone hud- 
dled .in. the station .with vanishing hope of 
relief. 
‘The food stores rapidly dwindled and the 
passengers became alarmed. They clamored 


sent demanding help, but there was no re- 
sponse. Another twenty-four hours passed 
and two more trains laden with terrified and 
hungry passengers arrived. They had oc- 
cupied sixteen hours in covering forty miles. 


Buffet Stormed by Starving Men. 
The late arrivals stormed the buffet, strug- 
gling ravenously, and consumed what food 
was left. 
Gangs of men meanwhile were shoveling 
“the drifts, which were thirty-five feet deep. 
‘The only available snow plow was buried. 
Three thousand troops were simultaneously 
shoveling from Odessa. On the third day it 
was found possible to dispatch two trains. 
There was a wild rush for seats, and 2,000 
of the 5,000 passengers boarded the cars. 
The weakest were pushed out. fey 


Trains Buried Under the snow. 
The trains started off and traveled for 
eighteen hours, when they again were stuck 
in the drifts, and in four hours the cars were 
snowed under. 
, Within the trains there was pandemonium, 
women fainting, children screaming, and 
men cursing. A horrible night was passed. 
The passengers were virtually without food. 
In the morning a peasant volunteered to 
carry telegrame to the nearest station, which 
was six miles away. He arrived with sev- 
eral of his fingers frozen. The dispatches 


Twenty Lost in Deep Drifts. 
Sixty) passengers, including Count Kap- 
mist, resolved to trudge and seek sledges 
rather than to spend another night on their 
train, where thef stench, was almost unen- 
durable.

PERIL ON TROLLEY CAR. 


| AVENUE AVENUS ‘PASSENGERS 


Down on Them and Jump from Front 
Platform, te Be Hurled to the Ground 


A Western avenue trolley car full of pas- 
sengers was struck by a Burlington road 
switch engine at the Eighteenth street cross- 
ing at 9:30 o’clocK last night, causing a panic 
and slightly injuring several persons. All 
had a narrow escape from being ground un- 
der the wheels of the engine. 
The car had run in front of the engine 
before the motorman noticedit. The passen- 
gers, seeing the headlight bearing down on 
them, made a rush for the doors, and at the 
same time the motorman, awaking to the 
danger, turned on the full current. The car 
shot ahead, and as the passengers jumped 
from the front platform they were ane 
to the ground and bruised, 

The switch engine caught the rear . plat- 
form, derailing the car and breaking many. 
windows in it. After the crash all was in 
darkness, the lights in the car being extin- 
guished. It was supposed at first that many 
were badly hurt, but when quiet- was re- 
stored it was found that - minor bruises 
had been suffered. 


Several Hurt by Falling. 
Among those who were hurt by falling were 
Mrs. Lena Edwards and daughter Mary, who 
live at Nineteenth street and Western ave- 
nue. John Stein, Twenty-second street and 
Western avenue, was also slightly bruised 
by fallifg. Mary Johnson, who lives at 
Rockwell street and Lexington avenue, fell 
from the front platform and sustained a few 
scratches. 
The switch engine was in charge of En-. 
gineer Fisher and Switchman 8. E. Hoffman. 
They said they had used the customary care 
in running over the crossing and disclaimed 
responsibility for the accident. For many 
years the cars of the Western avenue line 
have not run across the tracks at Eighteenth 
street. Recently cars have been operated 
through. Western avenue cars were de- 
layed almost an hour on account of the ac- 
cident. 

Collision on the Alton. ; 
An open switch In the yards at California’ 
avenue sent an incoming Chicago and Alton 
passenger train of seven coaches off the main 
track at 1:30 yesterday afternoon, and a 
collision with a freight train followed.

The theft of over a ton of sugar, which 
they carried away up the river in small 
boats, is the latest feat of Chicago robbers. 
The sugar was stolen from the Northern 
Michigan Transportation company’s ware- 
house at the foot of Michigan street. In se- 
curing their plunder the thieves used a large 
electric elevator in the warehouse. The ma- 
chinery makes considerable noise, but the 
robbers were not disturbed. Tez must have 
worked a long time. | 

The sugar was stolen some time on Friday 
night or Saturday morning. The robbers 
gained entrance to the building, which is in 
a lonely spot along the river, by forcing a 
basement window. The sugar, twenty-one 
sacks, each weighing 100 pounds, was stored 
On the second floor. 

After they had dragged it to the elevator 
the machinery was started and the booty low- 
ered to the ground floor. .Then, sack by sack 
the thieves dragged their plunder to the dock., 

The police found the marks on the dock 
where the small boats had been moored, and 
are satisfied the sugar was taken up the 
river. How the thieves made their way 
through the ice in the river or passed under 
the bridges undetected is what puzzles the 
detectives. 

The police today will search along the river 
for the plunder which they believe is hidden 
in some abandoned building. An effort will 
be made also to locate the boats which the 
men used.

In return for this privilege the company 
proposes to give a thirty-foot street from 
Monroe street to Jackson boulevard, and a 
twenty-four-foot alley from Harrison street 
to Harvard street, with the privilege of cross- 
ing this alley with switch tracks. The ordi- 
nance also provides for the vacation of a 
greater part'of Kinzie street, a part of Maple- 
wood avenue, a part of Franklin street, and 
river frontage estimated to be worth $300,000. 


Position of Property-Owners. 


“The property -owners who reside near 
Rockwell street,” said F. R. Sweetiand, 1101 
Jackson boulevard, “ believe they are justi- 
fied in fighting against the further encroach- 
ment of the railroads on Rockwell street. 
They do not want any more tracks laid, to 
be used for switching and storage purposes. 
Once let the street be given to the railroad 
company and it will be but a short time until 
switches will be run into the vacant lots and 
alongside the residences, Factories will be 
built In the heart of a residence district, 
making it worthless for such purpose.”

Record of the Levee Lock-up Broken

SLEEPING POLICEMEN NEAR 
‘TO DEATH FROM COAL GAS. 


Fumes from the Stove Overcome Men of 
the Stanton Avenue Station and — 
Mave a Narrow Escape. 


A number of policemen sleeping in, the 
Stanton Avenue Police Station had narrow 
escapes from asphyxiation by coal gas fumes 
yesterday. The air was heavy with the gas 
issuing from furnace register when Operator 
George McMahon entered the room shortly 
before noon. 

McMahon was sent to the room to notify 
Policeman Henry Norris that he had been 
transferred to the Hyde Park Station.

Desk Sergeant Hoyne, 
who was in the office down-stairs, heard the 
cry, rushed up, and stumbled over MctMa- 
hon’s body. Hoyne picked the man up and 
carried him to the squad room, where he was 
revived. The sergeant then found the jani- 
tor and together they returned to the room, 
and while the janitor opened the windows 
Hoyne with difficulty aroused the sleeping 
men. 

Policeman McGrath was revived with dif- 
ficulty, but Dr. I. 8. Friedman soon brought 
the others to their senses. 


RACE RIOTS AT WICHITA. 


White Men and | Negroes Fight a Duel 
_in the Crowded

Wichita, Kas., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—A series 
of race riote in this city last night and today 
culminated this evening in a street duel, in 
which three white men were involved. Many 
shots were exchanged in the crowded streets 
between Wiley Spelly, a Texas negro, and 
Cash Johnson, a white trunkmaker.

Represent 7,000 
. Representatives of nine, lodges 
Knights of the Royal Arch, a eee Pe 
ganization of which a majority of the mem- 
bers are interested in the liquor or 
trade, were present. The delegates hr 


‘represent 7,000 members in this city, and 


almost 60,000 throughout the State. 

More than a score of well known saloon- 
keepers were present, and the attitude of the 
civic authorities and newspapers toward 
saloonkeepers was the theme of much vigor- 
ous criticism. Statistics compiled by Tux 
TRIBUNB yesterday, showing the revenue re- 
ceived by the city from saloon licenses, and 
the other taxes paid by the liquor dealers, 
were quoted frequently to prove the injus- 
tice done the saloon proprietors. 


Tell Their Grievances. 


The subject on which the speakers felt. 
most aggrieved was the indiscriminate tlass- 
ing of all saloons by the municipa) authori- 
ties and the newspapers as places. 
Saloons in every part of the city are assessed 
the same amount yearly for a license, 
whether their receipts are $15 or $250 a day, 
and the members declare that they are treat- 
ed by the press in the same manner, whether 
their patrons are of the best grade or thugs 
and disorderly characters. The proposed spe- 
cial license of $150 for galdonkeepers who de- 


sire to keep their places open after midnight. 


was pronounced an outrage and an additional 
burden on the most heavily-taxed business- 
men in the county. 

The meeting was presided over by James V. 
Hay, Grand Commander of the order for the

“We believe that it is time for the re- 
spectable saloonkeepers of Chicago to de-

If the Mayor’s suggestions have weight the 
Council will settle the saloon question tem- 
porarily tonight by extending the time limit 
to 1 o’clock instead of midnight, and then 
will either give the Judiciary subcommittze 
authority to make an extended investiga- 
tion or will appoint a special commission for 
that purpose. 

It is the Mayor’s desire, however, to get a 
settlement in some shape without awaiting 
the results of any such extended research. 
He is non-comprmising for an absolute re- 
peal of the midnight closing law and the en- 


‘actment of substitute ordinances granting 


additional powers of regulation. 

The Aldermen are waiting for a light to 
reach them. The majority of the membera 
of the Council do not care to antagonize any 
particular element. In wards where thore 
is a strong liquor element the Aldermen are 
outspoken for repeal. In prohibition dis- 
tricts the Aldermen champion the present 
law and its enforcement, 

Liquor Sold at Hotels. 

With the exception of the Palmer House 
and the Leland Hotel none of the other big 
down-town hotels paid any attention to the 
observance of the State law which provides 
for the closing of saloons on Sunday. 

At the Palmer House the two bars were 
closed, and the restriction of the sale of 
liquors was extended to the restaurants. 
No guests could get any intoxicating re- 
freshments. When asked when the bars 
would be reopened for the Sunday trade 
Edwin J. Palmer said he could not forecast 
the time. “‘ At present we are obeying the 
law,’ was his answer. 

At the Auditorium the bar was open until 
9 o’clock in the morning, when Manager 
Southgate ordered it closed. The buffet in 
the Auditorium Annex was open all day.

INDICTS MANY IN ST. LOUIS. 


Grand Jury Returns 24 True Bills, 
Keeping 20, Supposed to Be Against 
Officials, Secret.

A third sister, the Infanta Amelie, mar- 
ried to Prince Adalbert of Bavaria, has been 
the heroine of all sorts of unsavory scandals 
at Munich, and has been under restraint 
since the scene which she made at the Court 
Theater there by insisting on suddenly sit- 
ting on the balustrade of the royal box, with 
her feet dangling over the heads of the au- 
dience in the orchestra seats 
other sister, the Infanta C , is half- 
witted and was the defendant the other day 
in a particularly disgraceful lawsuit brought 
against her by her son’s widow, the Duchess 
of Durca], on behalf of his children. One of 
her brothers was that Henry Duke of Seville 
who, after befng jilted by Queen Isabelia, 
took part in a conspiracy against her, es- 

caped punishment by betraying confeder- 
' ates, and was finally kifed in a duel at 
Madrid by the Duke of Montpensier, while 
yet another brother is King Francis, the 
dwarf husband of Queen Isabella, who lives 
separated from him.

He said 
people were beginning to find out there was 
something beside mere cheapness to be con- 
sidered, and he expressed the opinion there 
would be a steadily increasing demand for 
the work of the handicrafteman. 

He related several incidents in connection 
with the work of the colony, one of a 
blacksmith over 70 years of age who was
